You'll recall that in last week’s edition ot 
The News we announced that Hill McKernan 
had presented The News with a crisp SUM) bill 
as an incentive to the community. Sitice theti, 
the Sierra Madre News has added S50. 

Each donor’s name will be published m I he 
News weekly as the money comes in. 

Miner Harkness estimates that about S15(M) 
will be needed to replace the system with all 
the speakers and amplitiers. 

.An account has been opened at Sanwa 
Bank in Sierra madre and money may also be 
brought to Miner Harkness Insurance at 51 N. 
Baldwin and to The News office at 9 Kersting 
Court. That money will immediately be taken 
to Sanwa Bank and placed in the special Search 
and Rescue PA System ftmd for collection and. 
ultimately, for purchase of the system. 

Harkness says the new systetn will be locked 
up in the Search and Rescue rttom in City 
Hall. 

The system is used in all Search and Rescue 
activities and for such community functions as 
the Christmas activities.__ 


As IS true of many cities nowadays. Sierra 
Madre expressed concern for a possible water 
shortage, some representing the City Council and 
some speaking from the audience, at the council 
meeting Tuesday evening. 

The council adopted Resolution 90-25 which 
implements a water conservation program that 
should reduce water consumption by 10 percent. 

.At the suggestion of Councilman Clem Bar- 
tolai, they set a time goal for achieving the re¬ 
duction and chose six and nine months to “look 
at the results.’’ They will assess results after a year

“and then take mandatory conservation measures. 

The resolution suggests repairing plumbing 
fixtures, installing water-saving devices, taking short¬ 
er shosvers, watering lawn and garden as little 
as possible, among many other points toward water 
conservation. 

Councilman Gary Adams, who, at the first 
meeting following his election, announced one of 
his goals as water conservation, cautioned the 
council again to “come up with a formula for 
those already conserving water. 1 don’t think these 
people should be penalized ... It is not fair to 
cut those already conserving the same as those not 
conserving water.” 

City Administrator Jim McRea suggested going 
back three years, checking those amounts and ai- 


tempting to come up with some sort of conserva¬ 
tion goal at that point. 

In Community Communications, John Govor- 
chin noted that city employees were “using a 5000- 
gallon water tank to wash down Orange Grove” 
after street construction “five times a day.” He 
said, “I’ll tell you why fire hydrants are open. 
They broke a line in front of my home four times 
in one day then they have to backwash the line 
both ways.” 

Laurie Cooper, who serves as Parks and Rec¬ 
reation commissioner, said, “The first to conserve 
(water) should be the city. The biggest consumers 
are the parks and recreation department. We need 
to give training to the people who operate the city

On Tluirsdav, June 7, the Slate Board of Ed¬ 
ucation Siibcominittec \oicd to recommend against 
i!an''lcr ot Sicira Madre students attending Pasa¬ 
dena Unified School District to the Arcadia Unified 
School Di'trict. 

Kathryn Droneburg made the motioii that 
the transfer be disapproved and when Chairman 
Ketmcth PeteiN could not get a second from the 
committee, he seconded the motion himself. The 
sote was 5 to 0 against the transler. 

Fhat dav the petitioners for Sierra Madre 
Parents foi a Better Education (SMPBE) presented 
their case to withdraw Sierra Madre from PUSD 
and join ALiSD before the subcommittee. 

I he proceedings began with a report from the 
professional staff of the committee which found 
that of the seveti criteria for transfer. Sierra Madre 
failed to meet two-and-a-half. The transfer would 
result in a 1.8 percent drop in the white popula¬ 
tion of PUSD and would, therefore, promote racial 
inequality in the system. 

Since Pasadetia would be forced to redraw at¬ 
tendance lines as a result of the transfer it would have 
a negative impact on the educational programs. 

Finally, the stalf found that the transfer might 
adverseU alfect AUSD if the 1300 Sierra Madre 
students, tiow in private schools, suddenly joined 
the public systetn, and that property values would 
be increased in Sierra Madre. Therefore, they 
recommended to tne board that the transfer not be 
approved. 

Speaking first for SMPBE, Suzanne Levoe re¬ 
butted that staff’s findings on three of the criteria; 
1) I hat all the private school children of Sierra Madre 
would return to the public system was overstated. 
Even before Sierra Madre became a part of PUSD, 
30 percent of its student population were in private

schools, 2) The 1.8 percent drop in white population 
is not significant and was called statistically insig¬ 
nificant by the agency which prepared the report for 
the staff, 3) The PUSD is required by state law to 
redraw its attendatice boundaries in 1991 anyway, 
whether or not Sierra Madre is in the system. 

Karma Bell, a three-time president ot the Sierra 
Madre PTA, cited safely as the number one issue. 
Kathy Forresta talked about her ellorts to get her 
son tested for special needs. The pervasive attitude 
in the system, she felt, was that these children and 
their parents were unwanted. 

Mark McMillan told Ihe story of his first son 


. 1 ' he progressed through the PUSD and vowed 
:ha: "I don’t want them to do to my youngest son 
what they did to him.” 

Bart Doyle spoke saying that the people of 
Sierra Madre have worked within the system and 
found that it doesn’t work. .-Addressing Criterion 
No. 4. on racial balance, he claimed that “Segre¬ 
gation was wrong because it offered services to some 
while deny ing them to others. But it is equally wrong 
tes icnore all the other values ol education in the name 
of desegregation."

Dr. James W. Braley 
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Upward trends 

Small business owners in California 
are optimistic about economic prospects 
in 1990 in general and about the growth 
of their own companies in particular, 
according to results of the Small Busi¬ 
ness Alliance Survey, sponsored by Bank 
of America with the University of Cali¬ 
fornia. 

“The closer they get to their own 
companies, the more optimistic their 
outlook gets,” said Dave Richardson, 
Bank of America vice president and 
director of Marketing Research. 

Starting with the broadest view, 51 
percent of those entrepreneurs surveyed 
expect the U.S. economy to grow this 
year. Significantly more owners, 68 
percent, expect the California economy 
to expand. 

Moving closer to the respondent’s 
own backyard, 72 percent feel their in¬ 
dustries will grow this year. And the 
highest level of optimism is reserved for 
their individual businesses. 

Furthermore, Richardson said, 78 
percent of owners feel their firms will 
grow this year, with 31 percent of that 
group exp)ecting robust growth (increases 
of 5 percent or more). An additional 
47 percent believe they will experience 
moderate growth of 1 to 4 percent in 

IQQO . . 

Customer satisfaction is the main 

reason small business owners feel their 
companies will grow. Some 91 percent 
of those who expect growth said they 
believe their customers are satisfied. 
There is a general sense of optimism 
among owners themselves (80 percent) 
as well as among their customers (65 
percent). Business owners also cited hard 
data — upward trends in their own 
orders and sales (67 percent) and in their 
industry (62 percent) as reasons tor 
their optimism. 

Advertising is mentioned most fre¬ 
quently by those who anticipate growth 
this year — by one tu iauii — as the spe¬ 
cific step they are 'taking to stimulate 
growth. A total of 44 percent cite ad¬ 
vertising, sales and marketing as the 
tools they use. Other techniques used to 
stimulate growth vary, with top choices 
including improved service (11 percent) 
and the introduction of new products 
(10 percent). One in five (22 percent) 
indicate they are doing neither in partic¬ 
ular.

Biography of family written by members, presented here 


In Remembrance of 
Fred and Teresa Osti 

A Biography by 
their children 
June 6,1990 
AA ith the prospect of a 
belter life Jn America. 
Fred Osti left his home 
'Th the Sud-Tirol of .Aus¬ 
tria. It was the turn'of 
the century when Papa 
came to Southern Cali¬ 
fornia and began his new 
life by helping to 
plant the Guasti Aine- 
yards in Fontana. Dur¬ 
ing the years he worked 
at Guasti he returned to 
Austria twice to find a 
bride. On his third trip 
back he found just 
the right girl, Teresa 
Osti. 

Mamma was the 
youngest of five child¬ 
ren and it was cus¬ 
tomary for the eldest 
daughter to be married 
first, but Papa had made 
up his mind to marry 
Teresa. So, with 
her father's consent, 
preparations began for 
the wedding and the sub¬ 
sequent trip to .Ameri¬ 
ca. Papa and Mamma 
were married on Apr. 21, 
1914, and left that very 
same day for America. 

On June 28, 1914 the 
assassination of .Arch¬ 
duke Francis Ferdinand 
of Austria-Hungary set 
in motion the diplomatic 


manuevers which ended 
in World AA at 1 

Papa wav bv'in in the 
obscuie little village v't 
Masi d'Avio in the 
beautiful Adige A alley I'l 
^ AuMria- (now iLie Alto 
Adige region of Italy). 
Mamma"Was born just a 
lew miles away in the very 
old iv'vvn ot Boiglieiio 
Sul Adige, llie souiee 
of livelihood for this 
region was gardening 
and grape vineyards 
which provided much 
practical knowledge 
tor Mamma and Papa 
and the lilc they 
would encounter in 
•America. 

.-Ariiving in New A oik 
by ship, they iiaveled 
across the Lniied States 
by train. They settled in 
San Pedro. California 
where Papa woiked as a 
longshoreman. Mama 
gave birth to their liist 
child. Leanora. then came 
Marino Fred, Florence, 
John and Robert. 

Their other ventures 
during this time in¬ 
cluded a chicken tarm 
and dairy. Fhcn Papa 
suffered an injury on 
the job and developed 
asthma. -A very difficult 
time followed and Papa 
was not expected to live. 

Through an acquain¬ 
tance. Papa traveled to 
Sierra Madre and stayed 


in a two-room cottage 
near the existing 
monasteiy. Noticing a 
slight improvement in 
his condition, the trip 
was made several more 
times before the deci¬ 
sion was made to move 
the family in 1924. They 
first rented at 308 N. 
Adams, then moved to 
Pasadena for a very 
short slay before buying 
the two-rv'om house 
located at the southwest 
corner of Grove and 
Grandv iew. 

For the first two years 
in Sierra Madre. Papa 
continued to be very ill 
and unable to work. 
Mamma took the full 
responsibility for her 
family and by working 
outside the home pro¬ 
vided for them. 

AA hen Papa regained 
his health, he went back 
to gardening, drawing on 
the wealth of knowledge 
and experience he had 
gained in .-Austria. The 
first gardens were lo¬ 
cated at their home but 
eventually there were 
crops being raised at the 
corner of Ml. Frail and 
Grandview and also 
on Fast Montecito. 

In addition to the 
vegetable gardening. 
Papa also worked as a 
gardener for many of 
Sierra Madre’s dis¬ 


tinguished tamilies. Ai 
fir.st there was no trails 
poitation and the child 
ren went door-io-dvH'i 
selling the produce. Then 
a vegetable tru>.k was 
added as one ot the 
children ww-* ■oUk enough 
til drive. AA'hile Pai'a 
produced superb p<i' 
duce. Mamma's talent' 
surfaced in her exquisite 
flowers which were 
sold right along with the 
produce. 

Over the years the 
Sierra Madre Garden 
Club and the AAistati.i 
Aine awarded Mamma 
with many 1st, 2nd and 
3rd prize ribbons lot 
her beautiful Zinnias and 
C'hrysanttiemums. 

.As the years passed, 
the family continued 
to increase with the birth 
of Louise Llise, Fred .1: . 
David Caesar, louii. 
Jean Sylvia and Daniel 
George. The two 
room house also under 
went many additions and 
changes over the years to 
a c c o 111 m o d ale i li e 
family.

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Downtown housekeeping is always a chal¬ 
lenge under the best of conditions. Add in park¬ 
ing lot construction, some water main and street 
work plus new building construction and the 
challenge turns into a housekeeping nightmare. 

Simple things our downtown business ow¬ 
ners can do can make a big difference. Side¬ 
walk sweeping is a good place to start. Why 
sweep? Dirt, papers and trash laying on side¬ 
walks in front of stores have a way of finding 
their way inside. Dust and grime settles on 
shelves and merchandise, adding unnecessary 
cleaning chores. Worse yet, over time merchan¬ 
dise can be soiled or damaged, adding to the 
overhead. .At a minimum, street dirt detracts 
from the stores image, both inside as well as 

out. 

Tips on sidewalk sweeping. First, keep a 
putty knife handy for your morning ritual. 
That way you can scrape up gum and other 
gooey substances before they attach themselves 
to the sole of a customer’s shoe and track in 
on your floor. Hot weather is here and a glob 
of bubble gum can be pretty messy. It can also 


be costly to remove from carnet. 

Daily, that's the next tip. In addition to pro¬ 
viding a good opportunity to chat with a neigh¬ 
bor and getting some much needed exercise, 
sweeping sidewalks on a daily basis is an ex¬ 
cellent marketing tool. People driving, or walk¬ 
ing by, will immediately appreciate your house¬ 
keeping efforts. Everyone likes a clean environ¬ 
ment. They will be impressed with your regular 
effort. 

Another tip. Don’t spoil the image by 
sweeping trash off your sidewalk into the gutter. 
Keep a dustpan next to your broom so that 
sidewalk trash can go into the trash barrel, 
not the street. Trash and dirt in the gutter simply 
waits for the first strong gust ot wind to relo¬ 
cate itself back on the sidewalk. 

Use that putty knife to clean grass and 
weeds out sidewalk cracks and along the side¬ 
walk’s curb edge. Check out your tree well lor 
weeds, cans and miscellaneous trash. Keep that 
waist trim. Stoop over, pull those weeds, pick 
up the cans and trash. 

Two more simple tools, a rag and deter¬ 
gent filled spray bottle. Before going back in¬ 
side, check your front door handle and door 
frame. .Are they dirty or sticky? .\ quick 
spray and wipe makes them fresh, clean and in¬ 
viting to your customers. Same goes for that 
display window ledge. Keeping the window clean 
is only half the battle. 

If all this sounds like too much work each 
morning, here’s another tip. Clet together with 
the neighbor on each side, split the cost of hiring 
a handy man or teenager to do the chores. 
It won’t be that expensive. Just think of the 
difference it will make to the appearance of your 
downtown.

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‘‘1 believe there is a common thread that 
can be found in all the experiences of our life.

George Oppen, one of the great American 
poets of this century, believed in a similar 
quest: to find that one thread and to keep 
hold of it.

Each 
story was a jewel of w'ell-sclected parable, a 
mirror held up to the listener that said, “Look 
here, see if you don’t fnd yourself, sometimes 
as a beautiful creature of virtue, sometimes as 
the ogre; weak or strong, foolish or wise, good 
or evil.”

“Saints and Other Sinners” that her talent is 
luminous. She performed that collection of sto¬ 
ries two weeks ago in Ramos Auditorium at 
Caltech to another admiring audience. Referring 
to that collection of gems, at Hastings last 
week, she described them as “religious stories” 
of faith, struggle, endurance and small human 
kindnesses.”

Even so, 1 celebrate the opportunity 
to watch one person tell a story with nothing 
but their own gift, one unique thread that is 
pure gold. 

1 like to watch them spin it, and as a char¬ 
acter in Milbre’s story says, “I prefer to just 
listen, let the pictures in my head settle into 
mv heart.”

Conversation between Jim Hawks and 
W.A. Andrews (his partner is business), 
who grew up in Sierra Madre, discussing 
the birth and development of Sierra Madre: 

■‘Carter was a man of vision,” said Jim 
Hawks, and he did ju.st about what he said he 
would do. He bought the 1100 acres from 
“Lucky” Baldwin. He paid $25 an acre 
tor it, and that was the start of Sierra Madre. 

Carter laid out the sold part of it in 10 and 
20-40 acre plots at $50 an acre. He got $75 
an acre for plots with trees growing on them. 
Mv uncle had been sold on it, and so my father 
Ami D. Hawks and my Aunt Frances Hawks 
came here and each bought 20-acre plots. My 
father’s acreage consisted of the ground now 


bounded by Last Central .Xve. and North 
Baldwin to Last Highland .Ave.. exteiuling 
about - .1 extending to Mountain frail .Ave. 

“My father paid $50 an acre. What is it 
worth now?” 

“Well, I’d say it is worth about $10,(HK) an 
acre now, and that’s some advance.” 

“I’ll never forget the day we arrived here,” 
said Jim. ”1 was just a kid then, of course. 
We came down by boat from San 1 rancisei'. 
My first impression sank in. I remember mv 
grandmother brought us a big pan of ripe 
apricots and turned us loose on them. Well, 
that seemed like paradise. We had never seen 
fruit that plentiful. It certainly was a suiprise 
to find all vou could cat

Main Street, Chamber 
tell City Council of 
leadership plan 


Water subject 
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Ron Hutson, project 
manager for Main Street 
and executive director for 
Sierra Madre Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce, out¬ 
lined a basic plan for a 
“core leadership team to 
unite in the vision of 
what Sierra Madre down¬ 
town should be," before 
the City Council Tues¬ 
day evening at 5 p.m. 

He said, “The two 
groups believe that the 
presidents of the cham¬ 
ber and Main Street 
should be part of that 
organized core as well as 
the director in charge 
of economic restructur¬ 
ing — Helen Elliott. I 
would suggest a landown¬ 
er and perhaps a con¬ 
sultant from the private 
sector of tow n and a rep¬ 
resentative of the CRA, 
and a staff representative 
as well as myself." 

He said, “As current 
properties become vacant 
we need an existing pro¬ 
gram to support an ini¬ 
tial effort to fill those 
areas." 

City .Administrator Jim 
McRea reminded the 
council that $750,000 was 
available from the bond 
issue that was “not as¬ 
signed to a particular pro¬ 
ject. Remember," he 
cautioned, "the (CR.A) 
agency doesn’t build build¬ 
ings. It operates build¬ 
ings or fixes infrastruc¬ 
tures . . . Soon we may 
have more retail areas.” 

Councilwoman Mary- 
Ann MacGillivray agreed 
with Hutson, “Until we 
have this hoard, the ones 
along the way are going 
to suffer 


Main Street President 
Don Murphy said the 
Design Review Board of 
the project is “frustrat¬ 
ed.” He said the DRC 
believe that an ordinance 
should be adopted con¬ 
cerning the private sector 
since “it does what it 
wants to do.” 

They install signs, awn¬ 
ings without permits. 
“We need an ordinance 
we believe in, enforce it, 
cause them to think about 
what they are doing. Un¬ 
til the DRC is an adopt¬ 
ed entity (with some 
teeth) it leaves a hole.” 

Judy Webb-Martin, 
president of the cham¬ 
ber, said, “One of the 
problems is that new busi¬ 
nesses are unaware (of 
needs for permits). There’s 
nowhere for them to get 
that information. We 
must have it available 
to them when they get 
business licenses.” 

They discussed the park¬ 
ing problems as they re¬ 
late to the “burned out 
area,” that area of busi¬ 
nesses destroyed in the 
December fire. To replace 
the buildings, many more 
parking places are imper¬ 
ative. 

MacGillivray said, 
“Parking is definitely the 
dragon here. How about 
valet parking?” 

The group switched to 
the Mariposa Parking lot 
and McRea explained 
that it “would be ready 
for vehicular use the 
week of the 18th and to¬ 
tally ready and lighted by 
July 4, then they start 
on the eastern area.”

sprinklers. Are we going to get water kits to the 
people, telling them how to conserve?” 

Mayor George Maurer suggested a friendly 
letter be dropped off at the home of those people 
whose sprinkler systems are dumping water into the 
streets, urging them to conserve water. 

Jan Maddox, speaking as a member of the 
Beautification Committee, said that the Los Angeles 
Department of Water and Power offers monetary 
rewards to those who replant their yards to water- 
conserving plants. She suggested we do the same 
in Sierra Madre. 

Western Waste Industries, Inc., the city’s trash 
haulers, has come back with another rate increase, 
a 42-cents-per-month increase. 

Bernie Nash, spokesperson for the company, 
noted that “Sierra Madre is ahead of Arcadia and 
Duarte (in recycling).” 

City Councilwoman MaryAnn MacGillivray 
said that at one point she hopes that our recycling 
efforts will offset any trash rate increases.” 

Councilman Gary Adams suggested that the 
term “water bill” should be changed to “utility 
bill,” and the group agreed to a public hearing on 
the proposed increase at the next meeting, June 
26, 6:30 p.m. 

Later in Community Communications, Aksel 
Pedersen asked about the theft by Western Waste 
drivers. “What about the trash driver? He steals 
my cans every week. I want Western Waste to 
supervise the drivers they have on the street. They 
are stealing my money and 1 want it stopped.” 

In other business, councilmembers chose to ad¬ 
journ to June 22, 5:30 p.m., to discuss extension 
of the Hillside Ordinance moratorium. The mora¬ 
torium was adopted May 8 and will expire June 23. 

McRea said, “Such an e.xtension requires a 
four-fifths vote and we must give a 10-day notice.” 

The extension, he said, would be 10 months 
and six days and should be extended “since 1054 
is currently under challenge.” There are two law¬ 
suits in the works, challenging the Hillside Ordi¬ 
nance, No. 1054. 

If enough councilmembers are not present for 
the meeting of the 22nd, the council will adjourn 
to June 25, 8 a.m. 

The council also adopted Urgency Resolution 
90-27 by title only which will amend the agree¬ 
ment concerning guard rails on Chantry Flat 
Road. 

The council Tuesday evening went on record 
as supporting the Main Street/Chamber suggestion, 
formulated by Main Street President Don Murphy, 
that the Mariposa parking lot be raised .to 5'/2

June 14 is Flag Day. This year, it may 
be of more significance due to the recent 
burnings of the flag and subsequent debate 
on action to prohibit desecration. 

Washington could certainly be called 
“Flag City.” Hundreds of flags are flown from 
government buildings and monuments every 
day — many of them for only one day. The 
Hags flying over the Capitol arc lowered in 
the evening and distributed to members of 
Congress to be re-used for ceremonial pur¬ 
poses throughout the country. 

On July 4, 1960, Hawaii achieved state¬ 
hood and the present 50-star flag became 
official. The new flag replaced the 49-star 
flag, which flew for only one year, authorized 
when Alaska became a state. These are the 
latest of 11 or more national flags officially 
accepted for display. 

The first, in 1775, was known as The 
Grand Union or the Continental C olors. Instead 
of containing a field of stars, the flag com¬ 
bined the British Union Jack with the 13 
stripes representing the colonies and signifying 
colonial unity. 

It was quickly replaced in 1777, by three 
different flags with 13 stars exchanged for the 
Union Jack. The new Betsy Ross tlag, where 
the stars were arranged in a circle, and the 
Bennington flag came into being. In the latter, 
the number 76 was incorporated in the field 
of stars. The original of this flag can still 
be viewed in Bennington, Vt. 

The Star Spangled Banner was created by 
the Flag Act of 1795 and contained 15 stars 
and 15 strines. It was the fiag of our fi\e

first presidents. 

in 1818, the flag returned to 13' 
stripes and expanded to 20 stars. The Great 
Star Flag arranged the stars in the form of 
a star and flew over the Capital in that same 
year. 

The flag authorized during the Civil War 
contained 34 stars, including both north¬ 
ern and southern states. This flag first 
flew under battle conditions, July 21, 1861, 
at Bull Run, Virginia, a few miles from where 
we live. 

The 48-star flag came into exist¬ 
ence on July 4, 1912 and last for 47 
years. It covered both World Wars and Korean 
War. 

Pennsylvania Avenue, between the Capitol 
and the White House, has been the cermonial 
route for the newly elected presidents and other 
tnajor events for almost 200 years. 

During the past 18 years, the avenue has 
been undergoing a major facelift by the Penn¬ 
sylvania Development Corp., (PADC), a pro¬ 
ject on which your correspondent has been 
closely associated. 

In 1988, PADC received an award from 
President Reagan, for being one of the best 
10 federal projects constructed during the pre¬ 
vious four years. 

As might be expected, flags are generously 
displayed along this PADC “Main Street.” 
.All 11 of the flags described above can be 
observed along the facade of the J. Edgar 
Hoover, F.B.I. building. If you are planning 
a visit to the Capital, drop by, you might 
enjoy seeing them flying together, symbolic 
evidence of our nation’s growth and history.

feet, triple graded, so that in the future develop¬ 
ment would be able to use that grade level. 

Murphy outlined the proposal: “To raise the 
proposed grades to create the potential for the 
development project on its south side. The specifics 
of the proposal will flatten the proposed grade to 
near level . . . which would accommodate a future 
two-story development.” 

Bartolai said, “It would be a way of pre¬ 
serving that area.” 

Mayor Maurer said, “It would be an ideal place 
for auto maintenance shops.” 

McRea noted that the grading plan would 
“provide with a future opening directly to Sierra 
Madre Blvd.” 

They directed McRea to look into how much 
it would cost to do a work order that would change 
the contractor’s instructions to the 5'/ 2 -foot grading 
plan rather than the 18-inch grading plan that was 
in the original specifications. 

Councilman Adams made the motion to deny 
the request by the private developer at 90 N. Bald¬ 
win Ave. to modify his building to the original 
drawings so he can have off-site joint parking. 
The motion passed. 


Adams suggested “Encouraging local busi¬ 
nesses by entertaining a concept offering those local 
businesses a 5 percent leeway (in prices against a 
larger business). It is more costly to operate a small 
business than a large business. It needs to be for¬ 
malized and laid out in a plan.” 

He was speaking to the bids on an air condi¬ 
tioner for the police and fire facility. One local bid 
was higher than the two out-of-town bids. 

June 26 will be a busy council meeting since 
there will be still another public hearing on the 
docket: the assessment districts. 

Mayor Maurer has suggested obtaining esti¬ 
mates to recodify the zoning code portion of the 
Sierra Madre Municipal Code. McRea said it might 
cost “510,000 to $15,000.” 

Margaret Buckner suggested that several attor¬ 
neys in Sierra Madre had offered to do the work 
free-of-charge. 

Lee Cline, in Community Communications, 
supported the proposal and suggested that those 
“who don’t observe codes such as building mul¬ 
tiple units in a R-1 zone be up on a felony charge.” 

The council suggested that McRea obtain pro¬ 
posals as to cost.

constitutional violation in transferring Sierra Madre. 

Bill Bihliani, director of research for 
Pl'SD, spoke first for the F’asadcna District rebuttal. 
He pointed out that when you compare students 
from eomparahle backgrounds the wliiic students in 
PUSl) do just as well as the white students of .M.’SD. 

Carolyn Carlburg said that the district under¬ 
stood that ihc real concerns of the parents were edu¬ 
cational and noi racial but that the effect of the 
iransfer was racial. Plus, Sierra Madre parents would 
reap a subsianiial financial benefit from the trans¬ 
fer. She told the board that they must not promote 
racial segregation or the further isolation of minority 
viudcnis.

She pointed out that PUSD has never bused 
Sierra Madre students into Pasadena but always 
brought minority children here. She expressed 
Ihe wish that SMPBE: had come to the board first 
before taking the drastic action of petitioning for 
transfer. •Mihough no parents from PUSD were 
there Pursell read a letter from the members of All 
Children Count, "What future burdens will we visil 
on our children . . . when we teach them that not all 
children count." 

Dr. Philip Lindseomb, Pasadena superintendent 
of schools, said that Sierra Madre was imporiani 
to the district’s effort to remain integrated. He 
noted that Sierra Madre is 11.2 perecni of the district’s 
■Anglo population. 

"They participate heavily in G.ATL, honors 
programs, the band, the music department and in 
special education programs, ll would seriously 
disrupt the academic programs of PHS and W ilson 
Junior High to lose them.” 

Carolyn Carlburg, PUSD’s attorney, addressed 
Criterion No. 4. The transfer would exacerbate the 
racial balance issue. The fact is that the transfer 
would decrease the white population of minority- 
dominated PUSD and increase the white population 
of majority-dominated AUSD. “While they are no 
longer subject to court supervision (in PUSD) we 
are obligated to actively continue our efforts.” 

In rebuttal, SMPBE claimed that "W'e are losing 
our most valuable resource, well educated adults.” 
Bart Doyle pointed out that Pasadena has been a 
legally desegregated unitary system since 1979 when 
the court order was lifted. Therefore, there is no
